Former Warren Boy Helps to 
Speed Drilling in Venezuela 
TIMES TOPICS 


The many friends of Mr. and 
K 
rs. Charles B. Johnson, Sr., of 
ilsa, Okla., formerly of this city, 
Brill read with much interest the 
following article concerning then 
son, Charles. Jr.. which recently 
appeared in the Tulsa Tribune. 
With

Caribbean sea areas facing 
the 
prospect of having to supply the 
the entire United Nations war ef­ 
fort with critically-needed oil, one 
Tulsa firm stepped out the past 
week with a program to increase 
drilling efficiency and speed in 
Venezuela. 
The 
company is 
Seismograph 
fjervice Corp., headed by G. H. 
Westby. 
A compact, self-sustain­ 
ing “Seiscor” well logging unit, 
mounted on a truck, is ready to be 
Shipped to South America. 
Two men, Charles B. Johnson, 
Jr., manager, and P. J. Moore, in­ 
strum ent technician, already have 
left for Caracas. Johnson was ac­ 
companied by his wife. 
Barnsdall Research Corp., orig­ 
inally developed the idea. Seismo­ 
graph Service Corp. has exclusive 
foreign rights, and Baroid division 
of National Lead Co. has American 
rights. 
Engineering Laboratories, 
Inc., also a Tulsa institution, has 
done the manufacturing of the 
unit. 
“Essentially,” said Johnson, “the 
unit is a laboratory on wheels, 
which is linked to the drilling wells 
by a series of automatic indicators 
laid samplers. 
“By using it, we are able to 
eliminate most of the expensive 
end time-consuming coring in new 
wells. 
It speeds up drilling con­ 
siderably. and at the same time 
records permanently a mass of 
changing data without which a lot 
rf drilling is guesswork.” 
The unit. Johnson said, gives a 
foot-by-foot log as the well goes 
down, 
analyzing 
presence 
and 
quantity of oil. gas and water 


encountered. 
At the same time, 
i£ extracts samples of the drilling 
mud, so that the operators can 
determine the type of dormation 
encountered, records the fluctuate 
ing weight on the drill bit, pump 
speed and pressure, drilling speed 
and other im portant factors. 
“There even is a laboratory in 
the unit wfyich enables the geol­ 
ogists to analyze cores themselves 
if the oil company desires them,” j 
said Johnson. 
"We also keep a 
constant check on mud charac­ 
teristics.” 
Fifteen older, but similar, units 
now are in service in the United 
States, /and between them have 
logged over 600 wells. 
The unit which will be shipped 
to South America has been nearly 
five months under construction, 
and thousands of dollars worth of 
delicate instruments are hidden be­ 
hind its panels. 
“We probably will spend at least 
six months in this first phase of 
our work,” said Johnson, "so we 
have taken plenty of spare parts 
along. 
We will have three or four 
times as many vacuum tubes in 
reserve as a unit carries in the 
United States. 
Normally, a unit 
here would have three or four gas 
detector filaments as spares. 
We 
will carry 20. We cannot take any 
chances of running out of a cri­ 
tically-needed part that far from I 
home.” 
Johnson, who is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. B. Johnson, 15 W. Fif­ 
teenth street, graduated from Ok­ 
lahoma University in 1932 with a 
degree in petroleum engineering, i 
He began working on mud analysis 
well-logging in 1937, and assisted 
John Hayward, of the Barnsdall 
Research Corp., in many of the 
early experiments which led to the 
logging unit. Johnson is “on loan” 
from 
Barnsdall to 
Seismograph 
Service 
Corp. 
for 
the 
South 
American work.
